Robertson Top 
Scorer with 
Impressive Mark 


NEW YORK (TPI—Oscar Robertson 
of Cincinnati won the 1957-58 ma­ 
jor 
college 
basketball 
scoring 
championship with the most im­ 
pressive records ever compiled by 
a sophomore. 
The 6 foot 5-inch Robertson, nam­ 
ed the “ Player of the Year” by 
the United Press, scored 984 points 
in 28 games for a game average 
of 35.1. Both figures were season 
highs and the best ever recorded 
by a first-year varsity player, ac­ 
cording to the NCAA Service Bu­ 
reau. 
Elgin Baylor of Seattle and Wilt 
Chamberlain of Kansas, who fin­ 
ished second and third respective­ 
ly behind Robertson for the scor­ 
ing title, held the previous sopho­ 
more records, 
Baylor averaged 
29 7 points a game during the 1958- 
57 campaign while Chamberlain 
scored 800 points, also during the 
same season. 
Robertson, who is most effective 
on driving layups, 
assumed the 
point lead in mid-January, faced 
strong threats by both Baylor and 
Chamberlain and then nailed down 
the lead for good on March I, 
Twice during the stretch, Baylor, 
who scored 50 or more points on 
three different occasions, todk over 
the lead, but each time Robertson 
came on again. 
The Cincinnati whiz scored SO 
or more points four times twice, 
against Seon Hall and Arkansas, 
he scored 56 points to wind up 
with the third highest average ever 
and the second hest point total. 
Baylor finished with 943 point? 
and a 32 5 average, while Cham­ 
berlain who missed several games 
because of injury, wound up with 
633 points and a 30 I average. Bay­ 
lor’s two-year soph junior point to­ 
tal of 1.686 topped the previous 
record of 1,509 set by Rod Hundley 
of West Virginia during the 1955-56 
season.

THE DAY BEER RETURNED 


Twenty-five year* ago this April, Americans from coatf to coMt lino# op 
to got their first legal drink of real beer in 14 years.

In New York, "Happy Days Are Here Again" rang out ane inbuilt ofter 
midnight over Times Square crowds. Everyone saw the return af beer at a eifu 
of normal living and normal business. 


The brewers were ready, because during the dark days of Prohibition they 
had never given up hope. 
Scrupulously law-abiding, they had kept their or­ 
ganizations and equipment together making soft drinks and .05 percent boff* 
To make Volstead Act "near beer" they had to make real beer and then toke 
the alcohol out. 
More than 200 breweries turning out near beer under Ped- 
era! license could make the switch in IO minutes. 


Conscious of their responsibility, the brewers were determined to avoid a 
"carnival of untoward celebration." Most of them delayed the flftt boer trucks 
until 6 a. rn., an hour calculated to discourage boisterous parties. 


Their policy mirrored the mood of a people eager to prove that they wens 
grown up enough to distinguish between gaiety and vice. The day that hoer 
came back, there were no arrests for drunkenness in New York City and po­ 
lice across the country were surprised at the good behavior of the crowds which 
gathered to greet the new era. 


But the return of beer was too good a symbol of happy days ahead ta 
Ignore. 
Strangers grinned at each other on the street and shouted, "Prosit/* 
"Cheers," "Here's How." Theaters were crowded. 
In Washington, people 
cheered the truck headed for the White House bearing a large sign, "President 
Roosevelt, the first beer is for you." 


New Yorkers admired the brewers'big horses which clattered ta i the #•£ 
trance of the Empire State Building to deliver a case of beer to Alfred*I.*Smith# 
former Governor of New York. 


Business in speakeasies was shattered. 
Everyplace else, it hummed. 
In 
the 20 states and the District of Columbia without state hare far Immedtnfi 
sale, the thirsty and the curious downed almost a million and a half barrels 
of beer in the first 24 hours. Some $5 million went into circulation In Chicago, 
where licenses for 741 establishments had been issued to meet the rush. 


Newspaper readers watched with glee the unexpected phenomenon of on 
upward economic spiral. Toledo glass workers cheered an order for 400,000 hoot 
bottles from a Los Angeles brewery. Printers exulted over news of on order 
for 80,000,000 beer bottle labels from one brewery alone. Tho can makers got 
busy. 
So did the truck makers, the tire makers, the restaurants, the hotels. 
Even Hie grocery stores profited by the new business in beer for home csnsump 
Hon. 
People smiled over the little factory in St. Joseph, Missouri, which work­ 
ed around the clock to make IO tons of pretzels a day. 


The ripple spread further afield. Farmers planned bigger crops of hope? 
with help from the U. S. Department of Agriculture. 
Brewing machinery hod 
to be refurbished and replaced. 
In the first three years of legal beer, tho 
brewers spent almost $400 million on plant and equipment, while email con­ 
tractors got work fixing up taverns. To acquaint a new generation with boor# 
brewers spent nearly $20 million on advertising space and rime In the filet 
year alone, spreading prosperity to newspapers and radio stations. 


Most welcome net gain of all was the new taxes reaped by federal, state 
and local governments. The Bureau of Engraving Ii Printing worked overHme on 
Internal revenue stamps for beer barrels. Uncle Sam expected to boul in $128 
million the first year. 
By the time beer became a ma Her of course In every­ 
day life, it had given employment to over a million people and poured over n 
billion dollars back into circulation.
